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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account groups of the 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1984 and have issued our 
report thereon, dated June 7, 1985. As part of our examination, we reviewed and tested the 
Town’s system of internal acounting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate 
the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the 
purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, 
timing, and extent of other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an 
Opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, 
and the reliability of financial records for preparing financial statements and maintaining 
accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a 
system of internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also 
recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgement 
by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the potential 
effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the performance of mostcontrol 
procedures, errors can result from misundertanding of instructions, mistakes of judgement, 
carelessness, or other personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures 
can be circumvented intentionally by management with respect to the estimates and 
judgements required in the preparation of financial statements. Further, projection of any 
evaluation of internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with procedures may deteriorate. 


Such study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe to be 
material weaknesses. 
PREVIOUS AUDIT RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following conditions were noted during our previous engagement at December 31, 
1983 in our commentary letter dated April 19, 1984. 


DEVELOPER'S PERFORMANCE BONDS 

Letters of Credit 

Our previous report disclosed that the Planning Board had not accepted irrevocable letters 
of credit as performance bonds during the year ended December 31, 1983. Our current 
examination disclosed that several sizable letters of credit were accepted from developers 
during the year. We believe this to be an inappropriate business practice. 

In addition, we also noted that several letters of credit accepted in prior years had expired 
during the year. These letters of credit should have been replaced or renewed upon expiration 
in order to protect the Town’s interests. 

We again recommend that the Town adopt formal procedures to follow up on letters of 
credit previously accepted and to refrain from accepting letters of credit in the future. In light of 
the level of growth the town is currently experiencing, the Planning Board should, asa matter of 
policy, accept only cash from developers as performance bonds. 

Mortgage Deeds 

Our previous report questioned the statutory authority for the Town to have accepted 


Binz 


warranty deeds as performance bonds in previous years. We expressed concern over the 
apparent vulnerability of the Town in the event of default by the developer. 


Our current examination disclosed that some of these deeds were replaced by cash bonds. 
We suggest that the Planning Board attempt to replace the remaining mortgage deeds with 
cash bonds to strengthen the Town's position. 


TAX COLLECTOR’S DISBURSEMENTS 


Our current examination disclosed that several refunds were made directly to taxpayers, 
which is contrary to state law and good business practices. 


While we recognize that the amounts disbursed were not material, it is important to 
recognize that good business practices and internal accounting controls dictate that the 
person who receives funds should not also disburse funds. 


We again suggest that the Tax Collector consider closing out her bank accounts and make 
deposits directly to the Treasurer's account or should transfer this account into the name of the 
Treasurer which would restrict signature authority to the Town Treasurer. 


Our current examination disclosed the following matter: 


PURCHASE ORDER SYSTEM 


Our examination disclosed that the purchase order system is not functioning in a manner to 
provide the Town adequate control over the purchase and payment of goods and services. We 
noted many instances where invoices were paid without matching it with the approved 
purchase order. Other instances were noted where purchase orders were not used for 
purchases in excess of the limit prescribed by the board of selectmen. 


In order to effect proper controls over the expenditure of Town funds, a purchase order 
system should provide for the following. All non-recurring expenditures in excess of a 
prescribed limit should require the use of a purchase order. A copy of the purchase order 
should be retained by the selectmen’s office to be matched with the invoice prior to payment of 
the invoice. 


We recommend that department heads be required to forward copies of purchase orders to 
the selectmen’s office where they may be matched with vendor invoices prior to payment. 


OTHER 


The recommendations on administrative and operational matters not directly related to 
internal accounting control, as listed below , were developed from our observation of the 
Town's operations during our examination. They are not a result of a special study. 


USE OF COMPUTER 


We noted that the mini-computer located in town hall is currently not being utilized by 
officials or employees of the Town. We feel that the Town could benefit by using the computer 
in day to day operations. 


The selectmen’s office could use word processing capabilities as well as other 
spreadsheet applications using the "Lotus 123” software currently owned by the Town. The 
benefits could be realized in little time as one of the office employees is well versed in the use of 
such computers. 


We recommend that the Town make the effort to maximize their investment in the 
computer by considering the above applications and investigating other potential uses. 
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CONCLUSION 


We wish to express our appreciation to Town officials at all levels for their cooperation and 
assistance during the course of our audit. 


Town officials should be commended for their efforts in responding to our previous 
commentary letter in a positive and organized manner.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen experienced a very eventtul and unusual year in 1985, but feel we 
were successful in performing our duties as elected officials. Although adverse working 
conditions and a lot of frustration made some of our tasks more difficult, we attempted to 
resolve each problem or issue with the best interest of the town as our main concern. 


In June, the Selectmen were faced with the emergency situation of repairing the dam at 
Cobbetts Pond, which is private property. The decision was made to use town funds to build a 
coffer dam as a temporary solution to the problem. On November 1, a special meeting was held 
to establish the Cobbetts Pond Village District for the impoundment of water, and the dam is to 
be repaired through taxation in the district. We extend our gratitude to everyone who 
volunteered their services to assist the town in this emergency. 


The biggest crisis in Windham is the rapid growth and the greater demands on town 
services it is creating. Town boards and commissions, comprised of dedicated volunteers, are 
being taxed for time with the increasing workloads of new developments. 


The growth factor is reflected in the proposed budget figures for 1986. Additional 
manpower for the police and fire departments is being requested for reasons outlined in their 
reports. We plan to continue the successful road improvement program in 1986. 


One of the unavoidable capital outlay projects for 1986 will be replacement of the stack on 
the incinerator. This expenditure must be addressed to prolong its life span originally 
estimated at ten years when purchased in 1974. With an increase of over 4,000 in population 
since 1975, the number of burning days has increased from three to six per week. This is the 
first major expenditure encountered at the incinerator, as the operating crew have the 
capabilities to perform the repair work themselves, at a considerable savings to the town. 


The Selectmen would like, at this time, to express our appreciation to the volunteers who 
have responded to our pleas to serve on special committees, namely: Cabie Advisory 
Committee, Committee for the Handicapped, Private Road Study Committee (appointed by 
Moderator), and the Cemetery Trustees. Members of these committees and the trustees have 
worked diligently to benefit the town and its citizens. 


Windham saw the fruition of anew Master Plan, with provisions fora Capital Improvement 
Program, through the efforts of the Master Plan Committee. This will also necessitate the 
updating of Windham’s subdivision and zoning regulations to accommodate other provisions 
in the plan. 

Although taxpayers enjoyed a reduced tax rate in 1985, predictions for 1986 look 
somewhat bleak. The Selectmen have prepared a budget encompassing expenditures that we 
feel are justifiable, but voters will have the opportunity to decide the fate of their pocketbooks at 
Town Meeting. An increase of $1.00 in the 1986 tax rate has been estimated for each $235,000 
appropriated over the 1985 budget. 


As Windham continues to grow, the operation of a multi-million dollar business with part- 
time Selectmen is becoming unrealistic. The town urgently needs the assistance of a 
professional administrator to relieve the Selectmen’s present burden of handling normal every 
day business affairs of the town. This addition to the staff would enable the Board to devote 
more time to other duties. 


We extend our sincere appreciation to town officials, town employees, board and 
commission members for their cooperation during 1985. A special note of thanks to Robert 
Thorndike, who delayed his well-deserved retirement to continue his services as Town 
Surveyor. We also commend our Town Treasurer, Sherburne Mace, who donates tireless hours 
of financial wizardry to ensure that the entire community benefits from his transactions. 

To the citizens of Windham, we are grateful for your support during a difficult year, and ask 
for your confidence as we undertake our responsibilities as Selectmen in 1986.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1985 closed on a down note as far as motor vehicle accidents are concerned. We show an 
increase of 72.4% over 1984 (100% increase from 1983). At the same time, motor vehicle 
violations reported and D.W.|I. arrests increased 101.2% and 450% respectively. 


While reporting a decrease in reportable crimes in 1984, | cautioned that we were not able 
to keep up with criminal investigation demands. That reality is now apparent with the rise in 
reportable crimes during 1985 - up 7.2% over 1984. We desperately need a full time investigator, 
instead of delegating that function to a busy supervisor. 


Total calls for service increased 18.7%, placing further demands on our already drained 
resources. All of these facts indicate the need for additional personnel. 


As in the past, we wish to emphasize the importance of an involved community, and 
encourage that continued involvement and support. | would also like to remind all the residents 
of Windham that our emergency telephone numbers are: Police - 432-2278 and Fire - 432-5367; 
and business numbers are 434-5577 and 434-4907 respectively. Anyone dialing 911 will be 
automatically connected to Derry, Nashua, or Salem, depending on the caller’s telephone 
number. These calls are then delayed by transferring to our dispatcher.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 1985 has been a busy one for our ambulances. We had a substantial increase in 
calls, 41 more than the year before. Despite the continued growth of the town in home building 
and industry, the Fire Department's manpower has remained at the same level for the past five 
years. | feel we should add more Fire Fighters this year, especially for the day shifts during the 
week because most of our call people work out of town.

Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires throughout our state 
than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 1,605 fires were children and 
fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, 
but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is 
needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be violated, 
call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax payment starting 
April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. 
Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1985 saw little relief from the 1984 Planning Board Activity, with the following applications 
approved in 1985. 


27 Subdivisions were approved for 185 lots 
9 Site Plans were approved for Commercial Development 
12 Lot Line changes were approved 


3 Special Permits for excavation in the Wetland Watershed Protection District 
were approved 


The increase in property values saw many existing lots subdividec into 2 lots. Due to the 
severe nature of the soils on much of the remaining land in Windham, extra meetings and 
special studies were required. This made it necessary to have several meetings in order to 
approve some of the applications. The assistance of Dufresne Henry and the Rockingham 
Planning Commission was invaluable in assisting the Planning Board with these special 
studies. 


Much time was spent with the Microwave Research Site Plan which required several 
hearings, on-site inspections, and court appearances. 


We recommend continued membership in the Rockingham Planning Commission for 1986 
and we thank our Representatives, Mr. Dan Quinlan, and Mr. Ed Davis, for volunteering their 
valuable time to attend the monthly meetings of the Commission. 


The composition of the Planning Board changed with the resignation of Mrs. Lee Whittle 
and Mr. Ronald Ruggiero due to outside business pressures, and Selectman Member Mr. 
Frederic Noyles, due to his resignation as Selectman. Mr. Alfred Dufault replaced Mr. Ruggiero 
and Mr. Roger Hohenberger replaced Mrs. Whittle. Mr. Alan Doak and Mr. Nicholas Hatzos 
were appointed to fill the Alternate vacancies. M. Virginia Brady was appointed as the 
Selectman Member. We thank those outgoing members for their dedicated service to the 
Planning Board and the Town of Windham. 


New Legislation required every town with a Planning Board to have a Master Plan by 
January 1986. Due to the untiring efforts of the Master Plan Committee, under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Ronald Coish, and with the assistance of the Rockingham Planning 
Commission, our Master Plan was completed and approved well within the deadline, and 
Windham was the first town in this area to have a completed Master Plan. 


The activities for 1986, in addition to the normal application reviews, will consist of 
completing the Subdivision Regulations, and upgrading the Site Plan Regulations and the Sign 
Ordinance. If approved by Town Meeting, we will be working with a Committee to produce a 
Capital Improvements Plan. Adoption of this Plan will provide a mechanism for the control of 
development in the Town of Windham.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


1985 was an eventful year at the Nesmith Library. The Library circulated 40,805 items in 
1985, and hosted several excellent programs for adults, while continuing to expand it's 
offerings to children. 1985's circulation of 40,805 compared with 37,829 in 1984. This is a 7.86% 
increase. For the 5 year period beginning in 1980 this was an increase of 70.57%. 


The year brought many changes in the Library Team”. Nancy Allen, Children’s Library 
Aide, left us in February after graduating from Cosmetology school. Nancy has established her 
own business in town, and is enjoying this new venture. 


The Library was fortunate to secure the services of Mrs. Carolyn Shea, who had served as 
Librarian at Center School. Mrs. Shea brings experience and enthusiasm to the Nesmith 
Library. She will coordinate our children’s programming. 


Mrs. Joanne Anthony left the Library in the late fall. Thanks are due Mrs. Anthony for her 4 
years of service. 


Mr. William “Bill” Call joined the staff in December. Bill comes to us after having worked 9 
years for the Meredith (N.H.) Public Library, and we are pleased to have him with us. 


The growth in library usage indicates that the library's provision of recreational reading, 
reference works, cassettes, and magazines have been eagerly accepted by the residents of 
Windham. This year the library purchased 900 titles, including several multi-volume reference 
sets. 


The year saw several improvements in the library facility and also in the programs offered 
by the library. 


The Friends of the Library of Windham purchased a Canon PC70 microfiche reader-printer 
for the Library this year. The Library has added several microfiche titles which greatly expand 
our reference ability. This reader printer is especially useful as it allows our patrons to make a 
photocopy of the article and bring it home for further study and/or consultation. 


Another major improvement this year included the Reference Room project. 5 large, 
custom book cases were installed. This tripled the available shelf space for reference works, 
taking us from a bit over 100 linear feet of shelving in reference to over 300 linear feet of 
reference shelving. This will allow the library to add to the reference collection. This would 
have been impossible without the new shelving system, as the library had run out of shelf space 
in the reference room. The shelving was designed so that it would resemble the original 
woodwork of the room which dates to 1898. 


The Library also added desks, typing counters and storage cabinets to the library 
workroom. The goal in all of this has been to expand shelving and storage capabilities of the 
library and to make efficient work areas. 


The Library began its work with the New Hampshire Automated Information System late in 
the year. The library staff have and will continue to take training sessions offered by the State 
Library in the procedures necessary to access the NHAIS, which is an electronic catalog of 
books, government documents, newspaper articles, and N.H. legislation available within the 
State of N.H. 


The Library offered an expanded summer reading program this year, the Library continued 
to offer story hours as wellas summer reading clubs. There were two reading clubs offered - Pig 
Out On Books (for children ages 3-6) and The Mighty Dragon (for children ages 6-12). 

The children in the Mighty Dragon reading club read 2,262 books. The children in the Pig 
Out on Books program were assisted by their parents, who read each child 6 or more books. 

The summer reading clubs ended with special parties for the children. Chuck E. Cheez 
came to the Pig Out On Books party. The children were also greeted by our surprise guests --

This picturesque landmark was a "People Power” project initiated by the Windham 
Woman's Club in 1983. Through the inspiration of Jeanne McCartin, committee chairman, the 
public-at-large volunteered its support and assistance to accomplish this man-sized task. 


Located on a two-acre parcel of town land on Church Street and Route 111, the common 
features a babbling brook spanned by an old-fashioned wooden footbridge. Park benches are 
available for visitors wishing to spend a few moments enjoying the scenery. 


At the tip of the triangle, a simple bronze plaque, in memory of all veterans, was placed at 
the base of a large rock. To enhance the landscape, rhododendrons, trees and shrubs are 
planted as memorials to loved ones. A flag pole stands strategically near Route 111 to attract 
motorists. 


Dedication ceremonies were held on Veteran's Day in 1985, and a two-year "labor of love” 
was a reality. Windham’s Town Common is a legacy from everyone involved with its creation. 

On behalf of the townspeople, the Board of Selectmen is proud to dedicate the 1985 Town 
Report to Jeanne McCartin, the Windham Woman's Club, town departments, businesses, 
organizations, clubs and private citizens who contributed to the Town Common project.

3. Plans shall have been submitted to the Planning Board, Health Officer, and 
Conservation Commission for review. 
4. The septic system must have state and town approval.” 


AMENDMENT #3. To amend Section VI-A, Wetland and Watershed Protection District, 
as follows: 

Section 2.b. Add at end of sentence "and VI A 4.g.”. 
Section 4.c. Add at end of first sentence "except those which are contiguous to a 
stream or brook which runs 6 months or more of the year. (see Section 4.g)” 
Section 4.d. Remove all wording after Canobie Lake. Section to now read "The 
following bodies of water shall be exempt from the above provisions: Cobbett’s 
Pond, Canobie Lake, Shadow Lake, Rock Pond, and Moeckel Pond.” 
Section 4.g. Add second sentence "If such stream or brook flows 6 months or more 
of the year, any wetland contiguous to the stream or brook, regardless of size, shall 
be protected by a WWPD. (See Figure 1)” 


AMENDMENT #4. Toamend Section VI-B-2 by adding anewsection”e”, Country Clubs, 
to read as follows: 

"Country Clubs meeting the definition of a membership club including golf course. The 
golf course must have at least nine holes averaging at least 7.25 acres per hole plus additional 
acreage forall facilities associated with the Country Club including sufficient off-street parking 
areas in conformance with the Windham Site Plan Regulations. 


Clubhouse, pro-shop, locker rooms, snack bar, parking and maintenance facilities 
associated with the golf course are considered part of the Country Club. The acreage required 
for these facilities are in addition to the acreage required for the golf course. No structure or 
parking lot is permitted within 200 feet of the side or rear property lines of the golf course or 
within 100 feet of the road. 


Additional facilities may be developed in conjunction with a Country Club but are limited 
to a Restaurant, a Function Hall, a Racquet and/or outdoor Tennis courts, and a Fitness Center. 


The acreage required for these facilities is in addition to the acreage included in the 
Country Club and shall not exceed 20% of the area of the Country Club and shall also be 
contiguous. Such facilities shall be permitted to continue operation only as long as the Country 
Club is operating and maintained in good condition. No structure or parking lot is permitted 
within 200 feet of the side or rear property lines of the Country Club or within 100 feet of the 
road.” 


AMENDMENT #5. Remove reference to "Section Vil E.” throughout the zoning 
ordinance and substitute "Windham Sign Ordinance.” 


Remove reference to "Section VII F” throughout the zoning ordinance and substitute 
"Windham Site Plan Regulations”. 


AMENDMENT #6. To amend Section VII, Notes for Table, as follows: 
Note 1. Add after the following words in the second paragraph “Exposed ledge” the 
following words "Easements except slope easements.” 


AMENDMENT #7. To amend Section VI-B.1, Rural District, by adding a new section "h” 
to read as follows: 

"For lots of less than 2 acres in the Rural zone, the keeping of horses, sheep, cows, 
chickens, goats, and other farmyard ahimals shall be allowed only with a Special Exception 
from the Board of Adjustment. 


The Board of Adjustment shall grant a special exception under the following conditions: 


1. There will be no diminution of surrounding property values. 

2. The Health Officer certifies that the proposed use would not constitute a health 
hazard. 

3. The special exception shall state the type of animal and the maximum number 
allowed. 

4. The board determines thatthere is sufficient acreage and/or suitable terrain for 
the proposed use.” 


AMENDMENT #8. To amend the zoning map of the Town of Windham by removing 
the portions of Lots 11A-1000, 11A-1200, and 11A-1600 currently in the Limited Industrial 
zone and placing them in the Rural zone. This would make these lots entirely in the Rural 
zone. 


AMENDMENT #9. Toamend Section VI by adding a newsection I”, "Aquifer Protection 
District”, to read as follows: 


“AQUIFER PROTECTION DISTRICT 


1. AUTHORITY AND PURPOSE 

Pursuant to RSA 674:16-21, the Town of Windham adopts an Aquifer 
Protection District and accompanying regulations in order to protect, preserve, 
and maintain potential groundwater supplies and related groundwater recharge 
areas within known aquifers identified by the Town. The objectives of the aquifer 
protection district are: 


--to protect the public health and general welfare of the citizens of 
Windham. 


--to prevent development and land use practices that would 
contaminate or reduce the recharge to the identified aquifers. 


--to assure the availability of public and private water supplies for 
future growth of the Town in accordance with the Master Plan. 


--to encourage uses that can appropriately and safely be located in the 
aquifer recharge areas. 


2. DEFINITIONS: 


Animal Feedlot: A commercial agricultural establishment consisting of confined feeding areas 
and related structures used for the raising of livestock. An animal feedlot shall be considered 
one on which more than five (5) animals are raised simultaneously. 


Aquifer: For the purpose of this Ordinance, aquifer means a geologic formation, group of 
formations, or part of a formation that is capable of yielding quantities of groundwater usable 
for municipal or private water supplies. 


Dwelling Unit: A building or that portion of a building consisting of one or more rooms 
designed for living and sleeping purposes, including kitchen and sanitary facilities and 
intended for occupancy by not more than one family or household. 


Groundwater: All the water below the land surface in the zone of saturation orin rock fractures 
capable of yielding water to a well. 


Groundwater Recharge: The infiltration of precipitation through surface soil materials into 
groundwater. Recharge may also occur from surface waters, including lakes, streams, and 
wetlands. 


Leachable Wastes: Waste materials, including solid wastes, sludge and agricultural wastes that 
are capable of releasing contaminants to the surrounding environment. 


Minimum Lot Size: See definition in Windham Zoning Ordinance. 


Mining of Land: The removal of geologic materials such as topsoil, sand and gravel, metallic 
ores, or bedrock to be crushed or used as building stone. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any lawful use of buildings, structures, premises, land or parts thereof 
existing as of the effective date of this Ordinance, or amendment thereto, and not in 
conformance with the provisions of this Ordinance, shall be considered to be a non- 
conforming use. 


Non-Municipal Well: Any well not owned and operated by the Town of Windham or its agent. 
Recharge Area: The land surface area from which groundwater recharge occurs. 
Sludge: Residual materials produced by the sewage treatment process. 


Solid Waste: Any discarded or abandoned material including refuse, putrescible material, 
septage, or sludge, as defined by New Hampshire Solid Waste Rules He-P 1901.03. Solid waste 
includes solid, liquid, semi-solid, or gaseous waste material resulting from residential, 
industrial, commercial, mining, and agricultural operations and from community activities. 


Structure: Anything constructed or erected, except a boundary wall or fence, the use of which 
requires location on the ground or attachment to something on the ground. For the purposes of 
this Ordinance, buildings are structures. 


Toxic or Hazardous Materials: Any substance or mixture of such physical, chemical, or 
infectious characteristics as to pose a significant, actual or potential hazard to water supplies, 
or other hazard to human health, if such a substance or mixture were discharged to land or 
waters of this Town. Toxic or hazardous materials include, without limitation, volatile organic 
chemicals, petroleum products, heavy metals, radioactive or infectious wastes, acids and 
alkalies, and include products such as pesticides, herbicides, solvents and thinners, and such 
other substances as defined in New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control rules. 
Section WS 410.04 (1), in New Hampshire Solid Waste Rules He-P 1901.3 (v), and in the Code of 
Federal Regulations 40 CFR 261. Wastes generated by the following commercial activities are 
presumed to be toxic or hazardous, unless and except to the extent that anyone engaging in 
such an activity can demonstrate the contrary to the satisfaction of the Planning Board: 


--Airplane, boat and motor vehicle service and repair; 
--Chemical and bacteriological laboratory operation; 
--Dry cleaning; 
--Electronic circuit manufacturing; 
--Metal plating, finishing and polishing; 
--Motor and machinery service and assembly; 
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--Painting, wood preserving and furniture stripping; 
--Pesticide and herbicide application; 
--Photographic processing; 

--Printing 


3. DISTRICT BOUNDARIES: 


a. Location 

The Aquifer Protection District is defined as the areas designated as 
most favorable for wells and shown on the map entitled "Aquifer 
Protection District” and is hereby adopted as part of the official Zoning 
Map of the Town of Windham. The Aquifer Protection District map is 
derived from the areas delineated by the Hydrologic Investigations 
Atlas HA-277, "Groundwater Resources of the Lower Merrimack River 
Valley, South Central New Hampshire”, James M. Weigle, 1968. This 
map is to be used in conjunction with the tax map and/or other mapsof 
the Town as an overlay district. 

See source appendix reference which lists all technical data and 
studies used in mapping. Other studies and well drilling records may be 
added as they become available. 


b. Recharge Areas 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, the direct recharge area for the 
identified aquifer is considered to be co-terminus with that aquifer. The 
indirect recharge areas are those areas that contribute to ground water 
recharge of the aquifers from outside the aquifer boundaries. 


When development is proposed in indirect recharge areas which are 
tributary to the Aquifer Protection District, such as areas including a 
tributary stream, or on slopes adjacent to the Aquifer Protection 
District, the Planning Board may require, at the developer's expense, 
an impact study done by a qualified hydrogeologist to assess the 
potential impact on ground water quality and recharge rates of the 
aquifer from such development. 


c. Appeals 

Where the bounds of the identified aquifer or recharge area, as 
delineated, are in doubt orin dispute, any landowner aggrieved by such 
delineation may appeal the boundary location to the Planning Board. 
Upon receipt of such appeal, the Planning Board shall suspend further 
action on development plans related to the area under appeal and shall 
engage, at the landowner’s expense, a qualified ground water 
consultant to conduct an investigation and prepare a_ report 
determining the proper location and extent of the aquifer and recharge 
area relative to the property in question. This report shall include the 
collection and assessment of subsurface soils data.Backhoe test pits 
and soil auger holes are some acceptable methods which may be used 
to verify geologic characteristics which may exclude the land from the 
Aquifer Protection District. The aquifer delineation shall be modified 
by such determination subject to review and approval by the Planning 
Board. 


4. USE REGULATIONS 


The Aquifer Protection District is an overlay district; therefore, where there are conflicting 
uses allowed in the underlying zone, the more restrictive use shall apply. 
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a. Minimum Lot Size 
The minimum lot size within the Aquifer Protection District for each 
dwelling unit if a residential use, or each principal building if a non- 
residential use, shall be three (3) acres, or 130,680 square feet. This 
would only apply to new subdivisions and site plans. 


b. Maximum Lot Coverage 
Within the Aquifer Protection District, no more than ten percent (10%) 
of a single lot, including the portion of any new street abutting the lot, 
shall be rendered impervious to groundwater infiltration. 


c. Prohibited Uses 
The following uses are prohibited in the Aquifer Protection District 
except where permitted to continue as a non-conforming use: 


1. Disposal of solid waste other than brush or stumps. 
2. Storage and disposal of hazardous waste. 


3. Disposal of liquid or leachable wastes except as allowed in Section 
4d. and e. 


4. Subsurface storage of petroleum, other refined petroleum products, 
and toxic or hazardous materials. 


5. Industrial uses which discharge process waters on-site. 


6. Storage of road salt or other de-icing chemicals. Use of salt on roads 
in this District should be minimized and discouraged. 


7. Dumping of snow containing de-icing chemicals brought from 
outside the district. 


8. Animal feedlots. 

9. Automotive service and repair shops, junk and salvage yards. 

10. Waste injection wells. 

11. Excavating and mining of land except where incidental to a 
permitted use. Note that RSA-155-E expressly provides that sand and 
gravel excavations should be prohibited where such activities would 
substantially damage a known aquifer. 


d. Permitted Uses. 


The following activities may be permitted provided they are conducted in accordance with 
the purposes and intent of this Ordinance: - 


1. Single and two-family residential development. 
2. Activities designed for conservation of soil, water, plants and wildlife. 


3. Outdoor recreation, nature study, boating, fishing and hunting 
where otherwise legally permitted. 


4. Normal operation and maintenance of existing water bodies and 
dams, splash boards and other water control, supply and conservation 
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5. Foot, bicycle, and/or horse paths and bridges. 


6. Maintenance, repair of any existing structure, provided there is no 
increase in impermeable surface above the limit established in Section 
4.b. of this Article. 


7. Farming, gardening, nursery, forestry, harvesting and grazing 
provided that fertilizers, herbicides, pesticides, manure and other 
leachables are used appropriately in compliance with all local, state 
and federal regulations at levels that will not cause groundwater 
contamination and are stored under shelter. 


e. Special Permits 


The Planning Board may grant a special permit for those uses listed 
below only after consultation with the Conservation Commission and 
written findings of fact are made that all of the following are true: 


--the proposed use will not detrimentally affect the quality of the 
groundwater contained in the aquifer by directly contributing to 
pollution or by increasing the long-term susceptability of the aquifer to 
potential pollutants; 


--the proposed use will not cause a significant reduction in the long- 
term volume of water contained in the aquifer or in the storage capacity 
of the aquifer; 


--the proposed use will discharge no waste water on site other than that 
typically discharged by domestic waste water disposal systems and will 
not involve on-site storage or disposal of toxic or hazardous wastes as 
herein defined: 


--the proposed use complies with all other applicable sections of this 
Article. 


The Planning Board may require that the applicant provide data or 
reports prepared by a professional engineer or qualified 
hydrogeologist to assess any potential damage to the aquifer that may 
result from the proposed use. The Planning Board shall engage such 
professional assistance as it requires to adequately evaluate such 
reports and to evaluate, in general, the proposed use in light of the 
above criteria. 


The following uses are allowed with Special Permits: 


1. Industrial and commercial uses not otherwise 
prohibited in Section 4.c. of this Article. 


2. Multi-family residential development provided that 
density/acre is not increased beyond that stated in 
Secton 4.a. of this Ordinance. 


f. Septic System Design and Installation 


All lots shall have a suitable alternate site for a leach field shown on the 
plan. 
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In addition to meeting all local and state septic system siting 
requirements, all new on-lot waste water disposal systems installed in 
the District shall be designed by a designer of subsurface disposal 
systems licensed in the State of New Hampshire. These systems shall 
be installed under the supervision of said designer. 


The Planning Board or its agent shall inspect the installation of each 
new system prior to covering, and shall certify that the system has been 
installed as designed. 


5. DESIGN AND OPERATIONS GUIDELINES 


Except for single and two-family dwellings, the following design and operation guidelines 
shall be observed within the Aquifer Protection District: 


a. Safeguards. Provision shall be made to protect against toxic or 
hazardous materials discharge or loss resulting from corrosion, 
accidental damage, spillage, or vandalism through measures such as: 
spill control provisions in the vicinity of chemical or fuel delivery points, 
secured storage areas for toxic or hazardous materials, and indoor 
storage provisions for corrodable or dissolvable materials. For 
operations which allow the evaporation of toxic or hazardous materials 
into the interiors of any structures, a closed vapor recovery system 
shall be provided for each such structure to prevent discharge of 
contaminated condensate into the groundwater. 


b. Location. Where the premises are partially outside of the Aquifer 
Protection District Overlay Zone, potential pollution Sources such as 
on-site waste disposal systems shall be located outside the Zone to the 
extent feasible. 


c. Drainage. All runoff from impervious surfaces shall be recharged on 
the site and diverted toward areas covered with vegetation for surface 
infiltration to the extent possible. Dry wells shall be used only where 
other methods are not feasible and shall be preceded by oil, grease, and. 
sediment traps to facilitate removal of contaminants. 


d. Inspection. All special permits granted under Section 4.c. of this 
Article may be subject to twice annual inspections by the Building 
Inspector or other agent designated by the Selectmen. The purpose of 
these inspections is to ensure continued compliance with the 
conditions under which approvals were granted. A fee for inspection 
shall be charged to the owner according to a fee schedule determined 
by the Planning Board. 


6. NON-CONFORMING USES 


a. Any non-conforming use may continue and may be maintained, 
repaired and improved, unless such use is determined to be a hazard to 
public health and safety. No non-conforming use may be expanded 
(except residential uses such as adding to an existing residence), 
changed to another non-conforming use, or renewed after it has been 
discontinued for a period of 12 months or more. 


b. Any non-conforming lot of record existing before the effective date 
of this Article and not adjoined by other land of the same ownership 
may be used in accordance with Section 4.b.-4.f. of this Article.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission had a very busy schedule during 1985. This activity was in 
response to the many requests by land developers for technical assistance, review of dredge 
and fill permits and initiatives by the Conservation Commission concerning protection and 
preservation of Town Conservation Land. 


Wetland Permit Activity 


The Commission reviewed and made recommendations on 16 dredge and fill permit 
applications this year. Many developers now find it useful to consult with the Conservation 
Commission at an early stage in their planning process and have been able to improve the 
quality of their proposals. 

Town Lands 


The Commission has been consulted during 1985 concerning the potential sale of certain 
parcels of town-owned land. The Commission takes the position that, in most cases, land that 
contains wetlands should not be sold. Any tax benefits from such a sale would be minimal due 
to the severe limitation to development that these lands present. In addition, these lands 
provide habitat, open space and are an important water resource that can best be protected 
under Town ownership. 


We have received a preliminary detailed topographic map of the Nashua Road 
Conservation and Recreation Land that was acquired by the Town last year. The map will be 
field checked and finalized and will be used as the base map for conservation management 
planning. The Commission cooperated with the Recreation Committee to prepare an 
application for Federal Land and Water Conservation Funds for a new ball field along Nashua 
Road. 


Water Resources 


Governor Sununu has declared this year to be the year of ground water protection. He has 
given strong support to efforts by Towns to protect aquifers threatened by unwise development 
and gravel mining. The Conservation Commission representative on the Master Plan 
Committee chaired the subcommittee charged with drafting an Aquifer Protection District 
Ordinance for Windham.This ordinance is one of the zoning changes mandated by the Master 
Plan. The Conservation Commission supports zoning amendment #9, establishing the Aquifer 
Protection District. This is a very important step towards preserving the quality and quantity of 
our ground water resources. 


Clean Up Day 


The Commission sponsored the yearly roadside ciean-upin April. Our thanks to the Lion's 
Club for their help and to the townspeople who participated. Many thanks to the businesses 
that contributed the prizes given for the most trash collected. Again this year, the bulk of the 
litter picked up consisted of beer cans and bottles and fast food containers. Hopefully the day 
will come when an educated public will no longer litter our roadsides and the clean-up day will 
become unnecessary. 


We added a new member to the Commission this year. Paul Sutton is a ground water 
hydrologist and we are grateful for his interest and expertise. 


This year, we are asking for an appropriation of $1,000 to carry out our activities. This is 
the same amount that was approved by the Town last year.

The Windham Historical Committee was established to help protect the history of 
Windham for future generations. Serving on this committee are: Patricia Skinner and Marion 
Dinsmore, Co-Chairmen; Peter Griffin, Clerk; Wayne Bailey, Treasurer; Raymond Barlow, 
George Dinsmore, Elizabeth Dunn and Mary Gwosch. 


The Committee is ready to accept historic artifacts for the Town, memorabilia of Windham, 
which will be catalogued, stored and placed on display. 


The Searles Building on Route 111 has had top priority with the group since theTown 
assumed the building and it was this committee who, with the Selectmen, made application and 
gained final acceptance of Searles Chapel being listed on the National Historic Register, one of 
the few historical buildings in Windham. 


It is the hope of this Committee that the Chapel will be restored as it wasin the early 1900's 
for use as a function area for the townspeople. 


Repairs to the roof were completed last year and it is weather tight. Pointing of the walls of 
the belfry have been done. New flooring and new stairs to the belfry will be done in the near 
future. This will enable the carillon to be played in a safe environment. 

Further restoration and preservation of this unique building will continue in 1986 with 
plans for refurbishing the choir loft, repairing the back steps, a new basement door, display 
case and insulation. The Committee requests an appropriation of $8,000. for this necessary 
preservation work.

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WINDHAM COMMUNITY COUNCIL 
FOR THE ELDERLY REPORT 


The Windham Community Council for the Elderly is in its ninth year. It was established asa 
group who would be aware of the needs of the Senior Citizens of the town. 


The Council has conducted surveys on the needs of the senior population. It ws the 
Council who, along with the Board of Selectmen, was responsible for obtaining the $50,000 
grant from the Governor's Council on Aging, which helped to refurbish part of the building that 
the Windham Seniors use as a meeting place. 


Serving on the Council are: Albert Feeley, Mary Kane, Marjorie Otis, Warren Martin, Chell 
Swanson, Mary Wallace, Rev. Fr. Maurice Lavigne, Rev. John McWilliams and Rev. Ivan Smith. 
Appointed by the Selectmen are M. Edna Lamontagne, Selectman, and Patricia Skinner. 
Meetings are held the second Tuesday of each month, unless otherwise noted, at 7 p.m. at the 
Senior Center. 


The continuing prime need and concern of Windham Seniors is for Senior Housing units. 
The Council has been pursuing all avenues to make this a reality. Itis felt that the private sector 
would be the best way to go at the present time, as the property valuation of the town and other 
criteria make it impossible to qualify for very limited HUD funds. The Council is encouraging 
dialogue with developers and building contractors in the hopes of a definite commitment and 
results. 


Population growth in Windham has brought many inquiries from new residents as to what 
senior services are available. Many are appalled that there are limited services for our Senior 
population. The Senior Center serves a luncheon meal through the Rockingham County 
Nutrition Program on Tuesdays and Thursdays, Meals On Wheels are available for those who 
are infirmed and unable to get out. The Derry Visiting Nurse Assn. conducts a monthly Blood 
Pressure Clinic at the Center. Crafts and games groups meet on other days. 

There are 22 Retired Senior Volunteer Program participants, involved with the Windham 
Nutrition Program, Windham Senior Center, Rockingham Nursing Home and the Windham 
Schools. 

Mary Wallace, President of the Windham Senior Citizens, was honored by Governor John 
H. Sununu by being appointed to a three year term on the New Hampshire Council on the 
Aging. 

A long term Council member, Robert Vars, who represented the Windham Presbyterian 
Church, moved from Windham in November. His help on the Council will be greatly missed. 

The Council requests that $650 be allocated for Senior recreation and $500 for painting of 
the interior of the Senior Center and for shampooing the carpets. They would also appreciate 
winter maintenance from the town on the walkways to and from the Senior Center.

The following and many other factors combine to continually demand that this agency be 
effective and flexible in responding to your community's home care needs.

The Derry VNA has a long proven record of serving participating communities with 
professional excellence and human caring. Services are offered under three major areas as 


follows. 


ACUTE CARE SERVICES including acute nursing, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, speech therapy, home health aide services, and 
other specialized services. 

DAILY SUPPORT SERVICES including maintenance nursing, 
homemaker services, home health aide services, respite care, chore 
services, in home day care, and other specialized services. 

HEALTH PROMOTION SERVICES including well child clinics, 
immunization clinics, expectant parent classes, new born visits, senior 
health clinics, public screening services, health promotion classes, 
worker health, home visits, and other services. 


The total value of all services delivered by DVNA in Windham last year was over $60,470. 
For every dollar allocated by your town to DVNA, town residents received $5.29 worth of 
service. Town allocations for DVNA are used in the following ways. 


Town funding allows the agency to access Medicare, Medicaid, block 
grants, Title XX and state funding. Town allocations are used to make 
up losses or deficits in these funding sources. The deficits in these 
funding sources are growing larger with each year. 


Federal funds, insurance and grants usually are restricted to specific 
categories of illness, age, income, and for time period. Increasingly, 
people who need services simply do not fit those specific eligibility 
categories. Town funds are used to subsidize services to these people. 
Town funding supports the overall quality of life in this area of the state 


by emphasizing human dignity, independence, healthy life styles, self 
reliance, community networking, and family values.

The Windham Recreation Committee's Sixth year was an active one. We continued our 
basic purpose to provide direction and organization to enhance increased recreational 
opportunities for residents of Windham at all age levels, and to carry out any other necessary 
duties and functions requested by the Board of Selectmen. 


During 1985, we continued to offer programs in skiing, basketball, floor hockey, 
swimming, arts, and crafts, trips, and many other areas. These activities were enjoyed by an 
increasing number of townspeople. 1985 also brought the addition of the "First Annual Easter 
Egg Hunt”. This was a great success with over 250 children participating. Our Second Annual 
Fourth of July Family Fun Day continued to be great fun for all. Special thanks goes to Mike 
Sorter for the success of this event. 


The third annual Miss Cobbetts Pond Pageant was again very successful with the addition 
of a third category, Young Miss Cobbetts Pond. This year, our winners were: Susan Denneen, 
Miss Cobbetts Pond; Tonya Rumpf, Jr. Miss Cobbetts Pond; and Ginna Rumpf, Young Miss 
Cobbetts Pond. Special thanks to Doreen Peek, Pageant Director, for a great job. This activity 
is a cooperative event with the Cobbetts Pond Improvement Association. 


We are continuing to work towards expanding recreational facilities. We have applied fora 
matching Federal Grant for the Nashua Road Conservation/Recreation land. A warrant article 
will be voted at the 1986 Town Meeting for $40,000 to match the Federal Grant. We look to the 
voters for support of this article. If we receive the Federal Grant, a full size soccer field, baseball 
field and better access to the passive recreational areas will be provided. This work will be the 
beginning of a great recreational area. 


Our summer programs and beach facilities are being used by more and more families each 
year. These activities provide an outlet for our residents to enjoy the natural resources of 
Cobbetts Pond. This year, over 430 families used the beach. Because of the increased number 
of families using the beach, anumber of well-needed improvements were implemented. We will 
continue to improve this area as the use increases. 


This year, we are requesting a year-round professional recreation coordinator. Because of 
the growing interest in recreational activities, the time involved in programming has reached a 
point where volunteers, cannot provide the services needed to plan and execute a well- 
rounded recreational program as effectively as a year-round professional can. 


Our annual award for Continuing Outstanding Recreational Service to the community was 
presented to Lucy Payson at Town Meeting.

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ASSESSOR'S REPORT 


As we are all aware Windham continues to develop at an accelerated rate. A quick review of 
the annual increase in the total value (converted to 100%) before exemptions better illustrates 
our growth. 


1981 Year of revaluation 
1982 $ 2,293,832. 
1983 $ 7,142,067. 
1984 $16,690,073. 
1985 $38,878,492. 


Please note that all the additional work, questions, and problems associated with this 
growth have continued to be handled with the same staff. 


Our equalization factor has dropped from 82% to 65%, according to confirmation By the 
Department of Revenue Administration, State of N.H., which reflects the explosive market 
conditions of 1985 and makes equitable assessing all the more difficult. 

Also, affected by these conditions is the coefficient of dispersion factor, now at 13.4 
(anything below 15 is considered excellent), indicating we are still in excellent balance; a 
condition to be much envied by other towns under similar pressures.

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PRIVATE ROAD STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Article #60 - Town Meeting - March 1985 


Motion made and seconded to have the moderator appoint a committee to study the 
feasability of the acceptance of private roads and other alternatives and to report back to the 
town meeting next year. Eight or ten people from different areas of town. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


Committee appointed by Moderator Edward Herbert: 
Norman Crawford, Margaret Case, Robert Devlin, Joseph Fedorchuk, Edna LaMontagne, 
Louise Lynch, Stanley Mackey, Chris Mayer, Robert Skinner, and Robert Thorndike. 


Meeting held December 10, 1985, January 7, 1986 and January 28, 1986. 


There are a total of 38 private roads in Windham with a total of 10.95 miles, approximately 
370 seasonal residences and approximately 215 permanent year round residences, with a 
combined total evaluation in excess of twenty million dollars. (See list below). 


It is reported by both Town Counsel and Counsel for the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association, that it is illegal to expend public funds on private roads. It is further reported by 
counsel that said expenditure could create a liability to the Town of ownership for such road. 


This committee considered condominium roads during this study, and decided that these 
roads should not be included in these considerations and/or any final report. 


Methods of acceptance of private roads: 


(1) Outright acceptance of a road as is, by petition in the annual Town Warrant and voted 
by a majority of those present at the annual Town Meeting. 


(2) The Selectmen, upon petition for highway layout (as provided by New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated 231:28 to 34) have the option of making the layout conditional 
upon the payment of betterment assessments by abutters and those served by the road. The 
betterment assessments are based upon the amount actually necessary to construct or repair 
the highway to bring it up to town standards, divided among the abutters and those served on 
some equitable basis such as frontage foot. The layout can be stopped if a majority of the 
abutters petition NOT to layout the highway, and if that happens, it remains a private way. 
Otherwise, the assessments become a lien against the property of the abutters, in the same 
manner as real estate taxes. 


Conclusion: It is the conclusion of this committee that we endorse option number two for 
the reason that these private roads serve a restricted number of residents and not the general 
population. Therefore, the costs to improve these roads should be borne by those served rather 
than all of the taxpayers.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


As we reflect upon this past year, it has been a year of many activities and 
accomplishments. 


An important issue to all citizens is our children’s safety. With the many hours of work and 
cooperation of interested citizens, school officials, organization representatives, school bus 
drivers, and police department representatives, we established a "Child Safety Awareness” 
program in our schools. With the effort and caring of many volunteers, the safety of our 
children is double-checked each day through an absentee calling system. If we can protect just 
one child, the program has been very effective, and will continue to be with the continued 
responsibility of all of us. 


As last year’s School Board report notes, "One of the primary goals of this Board has been 
an attempt to alleviate the existing classroom shortage.” The joint efforts of the Administration, 
Board, and dedicated and hard working Building Committee resulted in a detailed 
presentation, and on June 8, 1985, a successful passing of a new facility that will house grades 
seven and eight. The problems of classroom space have been alleviated; the offering of a 
comprehensive curriculum (which would include Home Economics and Industrial Arts) have 
not been solved. The building of the new facility is a step toward the future of our children, and 
we look forward to the school’s opening in the fall of 1986. It will finally be a reality. 


A primary concern for all of us is the educating of young people of the dangers of drug and 
alcohol abuse. With the support and encouragement of the Windham Lions Club, we are 
looking into methods of expanding our current substance abuse curriculum in order to better 
educate our children. Our thanks to the Lions Club for their continuous concern and help. 


The sending School Boards to Pinkerton Academy have consistently met together during 
this year. We are in the process of negotiating a new contract with Pinkerton Academy. The 
mutual concern of Trustees and School Boards continues to be overcrowding, space and 
facility needs, and the increasing size of the Academy. 


Accomplishments are reached through the guidance and help of many people. We would 
like to thank all of the individuals who volunteer their time to serve, P.T.O. and it’s continued 
support, and many other organizations and their representatives who have joined together for 
the common goal of helping our children. 


In closing, we would like to express our thanks to the classroom teachers, support staff, 
and administrators for their professionalism and dedication. Andtothe citizens of Windham, 
we thank you for your Support and understanding, which tells us that children and the quality of 
their education are indeed an important part of Windham, New Hampshire.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Windham: 


It is with pleasure that | submit, to you, my eleventh annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Several years and committees later, we are now in the enviable position of watching the 
new school become a reality. This has been a priority goal of mine since 1980 when | first 
proposed a combination facility which could have been phased into a high school as well as 
serving as a junior high school. Now | am particularly grateful that we are able to move forward 
and look ahead to more exciting and less stressful times. Respectfully, | take this opportunity to 
acknowledge, with sincere appreciation, all the building study committee members who have 
worked so diligently over these past five years to guide us in the proper direction. Also, | wish to 
thank you, the citizens, parents and taxpayers who were convinced of the need to come to the 
assistance of our school children. 


However, now comes the more difficult responsibility of paying for the service and the 
facility. The operational expenses, including debt service, are on target with our projections of 
last year. Total additional costs over current operational costs for Center School, including 
instruction, operation, maintenance, staff and debt is approximately five hundred and eighty- 
nine thousand dollars ($589,000). Of that total, three hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
($360,000) is required to the debt service charges. It is appropriate that we acknowledge Louis 
Fineman, President of Pelham Bank and Trust, for his cooperation and willingness to assume 
our note, providing the town and school district with extremely favorable borrowing 
conditions. 


When we combine the previously outlined costs, along with routine increases in operation, 
the need to improve all salary and wage scales and the dramatic increase in the Pinkerton 
Academy tuition, we quickly become overwhelmed. Nevertheless, we have no choice but to 
accept the challenge and we are presenting a budget which reflects priorities in the area of 
improved salary and wage scales while level funding or reduced funding has been applied in 
other existing instructional and operational costs. The additional four hundred thousand 
dollars ($400,000) required in the Pinkerton Academy tuition account is quite simply a fixed 
charge, regardless of any other budget consideration. Obviously, all of these factors could 
make for a lively, yet productive annual school district meeting as we discuss the district's 
priorities. 

Turning my attention to other matters, | wish to state that the condition of our academic 
affairs is excellent. Our students again, as testified by our principals, did exceedingly well in 
our testing programs. We will have yet another test battery of data to make comparisons with as 
our grade four and eight student participated in the State’s new achievement testing program 
this fall. 


Typically, several inquiries have been made relative to the impact our readiness program 
has on not only those children within the program, but also those who may have to compete 
with that student a year later. We remain committed to the program because of the many 
benefits it accrues, as evidenced by our own research and other data. Nationwide statistics, 
support the concept that, developmentally, more mature students are able to do more with the 
ability they have. The surest formula for success in school is to make learning less stressful. 
Hopefully, we are helping to eliminate unnecessary risks while providing a quality experience 
for all children. 

Regardless, we do appreciate the expression of concerns. They have brought to our 
attention the need to constantly scrutinize our programs and we will prudently examine the 
issues and make adjustments in the best interest of the children we serve. 

The young people of Center School continue to add to an already impressive legacy of 
previous classes in the area of co-curricular activities. If one stopped and examined the impact 
our students eventually have at Pinerton Academy, quite frankly, you would experience a sense

of pride and gratification in the preparation that our students have received both in and outside 
of the school environment. 


Also, academically our students perform up to expectations although many people feel 
that we could be doing much better in the area of mathematics. Again, we have approached this 
concern by having the State Department perform an on-site review of our curriculum and 
conducting meetings with the department head and teachers at Pinkerton Academy. Some 
suggestions for improvement have been made with regard to the amount of time we should 
spend oncertain units and expanding our efforts in the area of algebra. These matters are being 
attended to and we will continue to monitor our policies. 


The heart of an organization is its personnel. Our school year began with a recognition 
lunch held in August at the Memorial School in Pelham. It was an opportunity for professional 
and support staff to get together and share our mutual commitment to make our schools the 
best they can possibiy be. The warmth and dedication of the people employed in our school 
district is outstanding as reinforced by the feeling of comraderie and concern expressed by all 
on that particular day. On that day, special presentations were made to Barbara Culleton, 
Secretary at Center School; Robert Brown, Custodian at Center School; Joyce Bohenko, 
Library Aide at Golden Brook School; Nancy Kimball, Nurse at Golden Brook School and 
James Burns, Teacher at Golden Brook School for their outstanding record of achievement 
and service to our district. 


Many others also deserve recognition and | wish to acknowledge each employee for their 
excellent contributions. Again, a special thanks to the voters, committee members, staff and 
School Board members for hours of unselfish service with regard to our new school project. In 
general, | wish to extend appreciation to the P.T.O., Lions Club and other service organizations 
for the partnership which we enjoy for the purpose of making our schools and community 
better. To other town boards, departments and agencies who help to make our job easier, | say 
thanks. To my dedicated staff and administrators, | remain indebted. Finally, to the School 
Board whose patience is boundless, | thank you for the opportunity to serve.

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SCHOOL COUNSELOR'S REPORT 


Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


As the counselors at Golden Brook, Center School and St.Matthew’s Annex, we take this 
opportunity to present an overview of our role in the school system, and specifically, our 1984- 
85 activities. Academic performance is integrally related to the social, physical and emotional 
changes of student development. 


At Center School, Mrs. Judy Weiner left at the end of the 1984-85 school year to pursue a 
private practice in counseling. She had been School Counselor in the Windham School District 
for the past six years.In September, Mrs. Christa Herrick joined the Distrit as School Counselor 
for Center School and St. Matthew's Annex. 


Since student enrollment has increased significantly in Windham, the major portion of our 
time is spent counseling students on an individual basis including crisis intervention regarding 
school, peer, and home problems. We are responsible for approximately 540 students each. 
When students are seen on a regular basis, parents are aware of and become part of the 
treatment process. Whenever more intensive or family therapy is indicated, we readily refer 
parents to outside agencies. In such instances, we function as liaisons between the private 
agency and the school upon the parent's request. 


Throughout the year, we meet with parents and/or teachers concerning students and their 
problems. Consultation with teachers and administrators is an ongoing process. We re bothan 
active part of the Special Education teams at our respective schools. As team members, we 
participate in all meetings, administer intelligence and developmental tests, and make 
recommendations to parents and staff. We also take an active role in the transition of students 
to Center School from Golden Brook School and to Pinkerton Academy from Center School. 


At Golden Brook School, whole class activities were presented. Subjects included 
developing an understanding of self and others, magic circle, feelings and values clarification. 
At Center School, group activities were offered on a limited basis due toa heavy individual case 
load. A special effort was made to integrate new students at both schools. We initiate small 
groups concerning different family or develomental issues as another counseling technique. 

As counselors in the school system, our services are often indirect and difficult to quantify. 
We feel that our 1984-1985 year was successful based on the number of students and families 
serviced and the quality of time with both problems and prevention. As our jobs become more 
visible to the community of Windham, we hope to increase the understanding of our rolesinthe 
schools.

The 1985 school year was a successful one. Our students continued to demonstrate strong 
academic growth. On the nationally standardized Metropolitan Achievement Tests, our 
students scored at the 82nd percentile. In our fourth grade Accountability Testing Program, we 
did exceptionally well in all areas.Of particular significance, was the writing skills component 
which again showed the greatest growth as the students continually improve upon the skillsin 
this area. Also, on a general achievement level, more than 80 percent of our students are 
reading and functioning on or above grade level. 


We were pleased to be able to implement two new programs this year. Our purchase of 
Apple Computers has enabled us to start a computer education program for our students at 
Golden Brook. To accomplish our objectives, the staff has participated in several in-service 
training workshops to acquaint themselves with computer applications in the classroom. 


Our Gifted/Enrichment program has been extended to full time this year for students in 
grades two to four. The additional teacher has made a dramatic impact on the program, as we 
are able to do so much more with the students. 

The enrollment projections for next year should continue to reflect a modest increase. 
Basically, we will have over 550 pupils in grades one to four. 

The P.T.O., as always, has been most helpful this year. They are supporting our goal to 
improve our playground area equipment. | would like to thank them for their continued 
support. 

The parent volunteers who work with the students and teachers each week are another 
group that is certainly appreciated. This year, the school district implemented a child safety 
call-in program for students who are absent. This program is conducted daily by parent 
volunteers and Kathy Hubbard is the coordinator. | know that | speak for all parents of Golden 
Brook School children in thanking these valued volunteers. 

Again this year, we have had to replace several teachers, mainly due to maternity leaves. | 
was pleased that we were able to hire excellent staff members. As has been the tradition, our 
teaching staff continues to provide excellent services for all our students. 


| would like to thank the School Administrative Unit #28 staff, the Windham School Board 
and citizens for their continued support of their public elementary school.

The Staff of Windham Center School and St. Matthew’s Annex continue to further develop 
the team concept as part of the Middle School philosophy. As in the past several years, our 
challenge continues to be the growth of our student population which continues to tax all 
available space in the school district more than ever before. Clearly, itis with great relief that we 
look forward to the construction of the new school which will house grades seven and eight. 


Notwithstanding the pressures regarding space, we continue to provide quality 
instruction. We have added a certified district librarian to the school system, the Enrichment 
program has been expanded to include grade six at Center School, Title | has been expanded to 
include students at St. Matthew's as well as those at Center School, and an ESL (English asa 
second language) Tutor has been hired to work with two students of non-English speaking 
backgrounds. 


Metropolitan Achievement scores continue to be excellent with a district average score in 
the high seventieth percentile range, well above the National average. Accountability testing in 
grade eight continues and we have successfully used the results for instructional improvement. 


Student participation in extra-curricular activities continues to increase. The numbers of 
students involved with beginning band, band, chorus, and school plays is very impressive. 
Involvement in after school activities related to sports has also increased. We are very pleased 
with the quality of these programs and especially the high student interest. 


| would like to thank those responsible for helping our system grow and improve; the 
School Board, the Superintendent and his staff, the P.T.O., our dedicated staff, and the citizens 
of Windham. Quality education is the result of a cooperative effort between the schools and the 
community. Together our efforts will continue to benefit the young people of Windham.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


Special Services in Windham continued to grow during 1985. The main goal of each team 
of specialists has been to provide programs for every child in the mainstream as much as 
possible and to offer support services which are tailored to the children’s individual needs. 
Three resource programs at Golden Brook and two at Center School have effectively serviced 
children with a variety of handicapping conditions, and the related services of the speech and 
language therapist, occupational therapist, and counselor are available in each school as well. 


Federal money received in 1985 has been allocated to several different programs in 
Windham. A full time teacher assistant is employed in the Center School Resource Room to 
tutor small groups or individual children in specific areas. In the district language-based 
preschool, funds were allocated toward a preschool coordinator, a full time teacher assistant 
and a speech and language therapist. In addition, the annual Child Find program was run at 
Golden Brook School in March; approximately 90 children were screened by the team of 
evaluators. Follow-up in-depth evaluations were scheduled as needed and appropriate 
programming determined. 


The Chapter | project began its second year of a three-year plan, the major focus being 
independent learning, increased study skills and student responsibility through the reality 
therapy model. Three computers purchased through the Chapter | money to foster 
independence and increase student's motivation are being used by the tutors in each school. 
An additional tutor was hired for the fall of 1985 to service the identified grade 5 Chapter | 
students in the Center School Annex. 


All resource teachers attended a series of training sessions in order to implement the 
computerized Individual Education Programs. The specialists have effectively communicated 
information from these documents to parents and staff resulting in a smooth transition to this 
new model for all parties. 

The Windham School District has an excellent special services staff which enjoys 
continued support by its administrators and faculty. | wish to thank them for their efforts to 
work in conjunction with special services to insure the highest quality of education for each 
student. | also wish to thank the Windham School Board members, Mr. LaBranche and Mr. 
Kaffel.

As our enrollmentincreases, we are still able to carry 
on all of the screenings that are required by the state; i.e. school records, immunizations, 
hearing & vision and scoliosis. We are also able to maintain the regular services of the health 
rooms at both schools. 


We are continuing to grow professionally by taking advantage of programs offered by the 
state. 


A formal health education program continues at Center School with a change in 7th and 
8th grade curriculum. Informal teaching is done at Golden Brook and at Center School when 
the need arises. 


We both continue to serve on the special needs evaluation team.

We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining fund and 
account group financial statements of the Windham School District as of and for the year 
ended June 30, 1985, as listed in the accompanying table of contents. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted government auditing standards and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements referred to above do not 
include financial statements of the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should be 
included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts results 
in an incomplete presentation as explained in the above paragraph, the combined financial 
statements and the combining fund and account group financial statements referred to above 
present fairly the financial position of the Windham School District at June 30, 1985 and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements taken as a whole. The combining fund and account group financial 
statements and supplemental schedules listed in the table of contents are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the combined financial 
statements of the Windham School District. The information has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the examination of the combined financial statements and, in our 
opinion is stated fairly in all material respects in relation to the combined financial statements 
taken as a whole.

We have examined the combined financial statements of the Windham School District for 
the year ended June 30, 1985 and have issued our report thereon dated July 29, 1985. As part of 
our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the School District's system of internal 
accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required 
by generally accepted government auditing standards. The purpose of our study and 
evaluation was to determine the nature, timing and extent of the auditing procedures necessary 
for expressing an opinion on the School District's financial statements. Our study and 
evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to express an opinion on the system of 
internal accounting control taken as a whole. 


The management of the Windham School District is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining a system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates 
and judgements by managementare required to assess the expected benefits and related costs 
of control procedures. The objectives of a system are to provide management with reasonable 
but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or 
disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's 
authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting control, errors or 
irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of 
the system to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate 
because of changes in conditions or that the degree of compliance with the procedures may 
deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph 
would not necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the system. Accordingly, we do not 
express an opinion on the system of internal accounting of the Windham School District, taken 
as a whole. However, our study and evaluation disclosed no condition that we believed to bea 
material weakness.

We have examined the combined financial statements of the Windham School District as of 
and for the year ended June 30, 1985 and have issued our report thereon dated July 29, 1985. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted government auditing 
standards, the provisions of "Standards for Audit of Governmental Organizations, Programs, 
Activities and Functions”, promulgated by the Comptroller General, which pertain to financial 
and compliance audits; the Office of Management and Budget’s "Major Compliance Features 
of Programs Administered by State and Local Governments” (the approved compliance 
supplement); and, except as described in the following paragraphs, provisions of the Office of 
Management and Budget (OMB) Circular A-102, “Uniform Administrative Requirements for 
Grants-In-Aid to State and Local Governments”, Attachment P, "Audit Requirements” and the 
Guidelines for Financial and Compliance Audits of Federally Assisted Programs (Guidelines), 
and accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The reporting objectives for compliance audits contained in the Guildelines suggest an 
examination of all transactions for compliance purposes, as opposed to the selective testing 
required by Attachment P; therefore, we have followed the reporting objectives of Attachment 
P. In addition, the Guidelines do not provide sufficient guidance for determining the 
representative number of charges to be examined and performing the procedures to ascertain 
compliance. Accordingly, we utilized other materials as supplements in those areas. 


Attachment P requires that the examination include a determination of whether the 
Federal financial reports (including financial status reports, cash reports, and claims for 
advances and reimbursements) prepared by the Windham School District contain accurate 
and reliable financial data.We have been informed that OMB interprets the phrase "accurate 
and reliable financial data” to mean that the Federal financial reports present the underlying 
financial data of the grants within limits that are reasonable and practicable to attain under the 
circumstances. 


In our opinion, except for the matters that might have come to our attention had our 
examination encompassed the provisions of the Guidelines referred to in the second preceding 
paragraph, for the tested operations and records, the Windham School District complied with 
the material terms and conditions of its Federal grants, contracts and agreements and the 
tested Federal financial reports present the underlying financial data of the grants within the 
limits described in the preceding paragraph. Further, based upon our examination and the 
procedures referred to above and accept for the matters that might have come to our attention 
had our examination encompassed the provisions of the Guidelines referred to in the second 
preceding paragraph, nothing came to our attention to indicate that the Windham School 
District had not complied with the compliance matters referred to above, and the Federal 
financial reports do not present the underlying financial data of the grants within the limits 
described in the preceding paragraph.
